G.S.R. 427(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (i) of section 124, read with sub-scction (i) of 
Section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
Central Government hereby approves the Tutieorin Port 
Employees (General Provident Fund) Second Amendment 
Regulations, 1992 made by the Board of Trustees for the 
Port of Tutieorin and set out in the Schedule annexed to 
this Notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date 
of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette.

TUTICORIN PORT EMPLOYEES (GENERAL PROVI¬ 
DENT FUND) SECOND AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 

1992 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 126, read 
with Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 
1963) the Board of Trustees of the Port of Tutieorin hereby 
makes, with the sanction of the Central Government, the 
following regulations to amend the Tutieorin Port Employees 
(General Provident Fund) Regulations, 1979 [Published In 
G.S.R. 236E) of the Gazette of India dated 16-3-1979], 
namely :— 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the Tutieorin Port 

Employees (General Provident Fund) Second Amend¬ 
ment Regulations, 1992. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Regulaion 8 : 

(i) The following shall be added as sub regulations (3), 
(4) and (5). 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub regulation 
(1), a subscriber shall not subscribe to the fund 
for the month in which he quits service unless, 
before the commencement of the said month, he 
communicates to the Head of Office in writing his 
option to subscribe for the said month. 

(4) An employee due to retire on superannuation shall 

be exempted from making any subscription to the 
General Provident Fund during the last three months 
of his service. The discontinuance of subscription 
would be compulsory and not optional. No reco¬ 
veries towards refund of advance taken from General 
Provident Fund shall be made during this period. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in Regulations 

8(1), 9(1) (b) and Regulation 9(4) of tho Tutieorin 
Port Employees (General Provident Fund) Regula-

tions, 1979, the subscribers who aie entitled to 
receive the Productivity Linked Bonus or similar 
payment may, ii they so desire, deposit the whole 
or a part of the amount admissible under the scheme 
in their respective Provident Fund Accounts. 

3 . In regulation 9(2) (a) for the existing proviso (i) the 

following proviso shall be substituted :— 

"Provided that—- 

ti) If the subscriber was on leave and elected not be 
subscribe during such leave or was under suspen¬ 
sion on the said date, his emoluments shah be 
the emoluments to which he was entitled on the 
first day after his return to duty." 

4. Jn regulation 14, the following be added as sub regula¬ 
tion (4) :— 

“(4) No temporary advance shall be sanctioned during 
the last three months of service in order to unable 
the Accounts Officer to complete the task of issuing 
authority for payment one month before retirement. 
No part-final withdrawal shall also be normally 
permitted during this period. However in excep¬ 
tional rare circumstances part final wihdrawal may 
be sanctioned by the competent authority. In that 
event the delay in the settlement of final payment, 
if any, will be the responsibility of the subscriber 
himself.’ 

5. (i) In Regulation 15, under sub-regulation (3) the follow¬ 

ing Proviso may be added :—I 

"Provided that, before such advance is allowed, the 
subscriber shall be given an opportunity lo explain 
to the sanctioning authority in writing and within 
fifteen days of the receipt of the communication 
why the repayment shall not be enforced and if an 
explanation is submitted by the subscriber within 
tht said period of fifteen days, it shall be referred 
to the Chairman for decision and if no explanation 
within the said period is submitted by him, repay¬ 
ment of the advance shall be enforced in the 
manner prescribed in this sub regulation.” 

fii) In Regulation 15, the following regulation may be 
added as sub regulation (6) after sub regulation 
(5) :— * l 

‘‘(6) In case a subscriber is found to have drawn from 
the fund an amount in excess of the amount 
standing to his credit on the date of the drawal, 
the overdrawn amount, irrespective of whether 
the overdrawal occurred in the course of an 
advance or a withdrawal or the final payment 
from the fund, shall be repaid by him with 
interest, thereon in one lumpsum, or in default, 
be ordered to be recovered by deduction in one 
lumpsum from the emoluments of the subscriber. 
Tf the total amount to be recovered is more than 
half of the subscribers emoluments, recoveries 
shall be made in monthly instalments of moieties 
of his emolumnets till the entire amount together 
with interest is recovered For this sub regula¬ 
tion, the rate of interest to be charged on 
overdrawn amount would be 24 % over and above 
the normal rate on Provident Fund balance under 
sub regulation fl). The interest realised on the 
overdrawn amount shall be credited to General 
Provident Fund account under a distinct sub head 
viz. Penal interest on overdrawn General Provident 
Fund advance. 

6 . In Regulation 16 for the oxisting regulation the follow¬ 
ing may be substituted 

•‘Notwithstanding anything contained mi these Regula¬ 
tions, if the Chairman has reasons to doubt that 
money drawn as an advance from the fund under 
Regulaion 14 has been utilised for a purpose other 
than that for which sanction was given to the dmwat 
of the money, the Chairman shall communicate the 
subscriber the reasons for his doubt and require

h im to explain in writing and within fifteen days 
of the receipt of such communication whether the 
advance has been utilised for the purpose for which 
sanction was given to the drawal of the money. 
If the Chairman Is not satisfied with the explanation 
furnished by the subscriber within the said period 
of fifteen days, the sanctioning authority shall 
direct the subscriber to repay the amount in ques¬ 
tion to the Fund forthwith or, in default, older 
the amount to be recovered by deduction in one 
lump from the emoluments of the subscriber even if 
ho be on leave. 11, however, the total amount 
to be repaid by more than halt the subscriber's 
emoluments, recoveries sball bo mado In monhly 
instalments of moieties of his emoluments till the 
entire amount is lepaid by him. 

Wote.—The term “emoluments” in the regulations docs 
not include subsistence grant. 

7. In Regulation 17( i), the following regulations may be 
added as sub regulations (3) to (6) :—- 

”(3) The competent authority to grant part final with¬ 
drawals under this regulation may sanction part 
final withdrawals upto 90% of the balance at the 
credit of the subscriber Ini case ii Is applied for 
within twelve months before retirement on super¬ 
annuation. This facility will be available only once 
to a subscriber. The subscriber will not be required 
to assign any reason for applving for such part final 
withdrawals. The subscribers availing this facility 
shall not, however, be eligible to invest the amount 
of such withdrawals in the new saving scheme intro¬ 
duced bv Ministry of Finance, Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs vide their Notification No. F. 2/4/89- 
NS. II, dated 7-6-1989.” 

"(4) (1) The emp’oyees who have completed 15 years of 
service (including broken perow of service, if any) 
or who have less than 5 years to attain the age 
of superannuation may be permitted to make part 
final wuhdrawal from thtlr provident Fund (GPF) 
for purchasing a Motor Car, Motor Cycle or Scooter, 
etc., or for repaying the Government loan already 
taken by fern for the purpo<;, subject to the follow¬ 
ing conditions :— 

(I) The employee’s basic pay sho.dd be Rs. 3500 per 
month or more in the case of purchase of Motor 
Car ar.u Rs. 1500 per month or more in the 
case of Motor Cycle/ScOi,ler. elc , (basic pay 
as dcieel in FR. 9(21 j (fi) i) wi ' . ut special 
pay dearness pay and such other conditions to pay 
btlj t Trludes NPA). 

(ii) The amount of withdrawal is limited to Rs .50,000 
for purchase of Motor Car and Rs. 8,000 for pur¬ 
chase of Motor Cycle/Scooter etc, Such amount 
of withdrawal plus conveyance advance granted 
if any, should not exceed the cost of vehlclo. 

(iii) The Chairman may allow in special cases an 
advance refundable in not more than 36 instal¬ 
ments in the case of employees who may fall 
short of the minimum service of 15 years by 
a peiiod of not more than 6 months. 

(iv) The employees who have been allowed advance 
according to clause (iii) above, may be permitted 
to convert the outstanding balance of the advance 
into final withdrawal after completion of 15 years 
of service. 

(v) Such withdrawal shall be allowed only on ono 

occasion. 

(2) The authority competent to sanction an advance for 
special reasons under the relevant Provident Fund 
Regulations may sanction final withdrawals in terms 
of these orders subject to the fulfilment of condi¬ 
tions mentioned above. The procedural details will 
be as in the case of other withdrawals". 
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“(5) (1) The employees who have completed 28 yciire 
of service or who have less than 3 years to attain 
the age of superannuation, may be permitted to 
make final withdrawal from Provident Funds 
(GPF) for the extensive repairs or overhauling 
, of their Motor Cars subject to the following 
conditions :— 

(i) The employee’s pay is Rs. 1,000 or more. 

(ii) The amount of withdrawal is limited to Rs. 
5,000 or 1 /3rd of the amount standing to the 
credit of the subscriber in the General Provi¬ 
dent Fund or the a ctual amount of repairing/ 
overhauling, whichever is the least. 

(iiij Not less than 5 years should have elapsed since 
the car was purchased by the employees con¬ 
cerned, In the case of second hand car, the 
initial date of purchase by the first purchaser 
will be taken into account. 

(iv) Such withdrawal shall be allowed only once in 
the service career of the subscriber. 

(2) The authority competent to sancion an advance for 
special reasons under the relevant General Provident 
Fund Regulations may sanction a final withdrawal 
in terms of these orders subject to the fulfilment of 
the conditions mentioned above. The procedural 
details will be as in the case of other withdrawals." 

“(6) (1) The employees who have completed 15 years of 
service (including broken periods of service, if any 1 
may be permitted to make a part final withdrawal 
from the General Provident Funds for booking a 
Motor Car/Motor CycJe/Scootcr/Mopcd, etc. 
subject to the following conditions :—< 

(a) The employee’s basic pay is Rs. 3,500 per month 
or above for registration of Motor Car and a 
basic pay of Rs. 1,500 per month or above in 
the case of Motor Cycle/Scooter etc. (Basic 
pay as defined in F.R. 9(21) (a) (i) without 
Special Pay, Dearness Pay and such other addi¬ 
tions to pay but Including NpA). 

(b) The amount of withdrawal is limited to Rs. 
10,000 in the case of Car and Rs 500 in the 
ease of Motor Cycle/Scooter, etc, or 50% of 
the amount standing to the credit of the subs¬ 
criber in the General Provident Fund or the 
actual amount of registration of the car or 
Motor Cycle/Scooter, etc., whichever Is less ; 

(cj The amount of withdrawal shall not exceed the 
amount required for booking a car or Motor 
Cycle or Scooter, etc. ; 

(d) The Deposit Receipt must be produced for veri¬ 
fication by the concerned administrative autho¬ 
rity within a period of one month from the 
date of drawal. Failure to do so would involve 
refund of the total amount of withdrawal ; 

(e) If the Officer does not purchase a Car/Motor 
Cycle/Scootcr, etc., or opts out of the scheme 
he should immediately deposit the amount of 
final withdrawal together with interest received 
thereon from the manufacturer/dealer into the 
General Provident Fund account ; 

(f) The Chairman may allow, in special cases an 

advance refundable in not more than 36 instal¬ 
ments in the case of Officers who may fall short 
of the minimum service of 15 years by a period 
of not more than 6 months. All other condi¬ 
tions shall not be relaxablo. 

(g) The employees who have been allowed advance 
according to (f) above may be permitted to 
convert the outstanding amount of advance into 
final withdrawal after completion of 15 ycats 
of service ; 


(h) Such withdrawal shall be allowed only on one 
occasion ; and 

(i) The amount of Rs. 10,000 or Rs. 500 as the 
case may Ire, referred to above, shall be taken 
into account for determining the overall ceiling 
at present fixed for withdrawal from General 
Provident Fund. 

(2) The authority competent to sanction an advance 
for special reasons under the relevant Provident 
Fund Regulations, may sanction final withdrawal 
in terms of these orders subject to fulfilment of 
the conditions mentioned above. The procedural 
details will be as in the case of other withdrawals. 

8. For Regulation 19, the following provision may be 
substituted :— 

“A subscriber who has already drawn or may draw in 
future an advance under Regulation 14 for any of 
the purposes specified in sujch regulation (1) of 
Regulation 17, may convert at his discretion by 
written request addressed to the Accounts Officer 
through the sanctioning authority, the balance out¬ 
standing against it into a final withdrawal on his 
satisfying the conditions laid down in Regulations 
17 and 18. 

Note 1.—The Head of Office in the case of the subscribers 
may be asked by the administrative authority to stop 
recoveries from the pay bills when the application 
for such conversion is forwarded to the Accounts 
Officer by that authority. 

Note 2.—For the purpose of sub-regulation (1) of Regula¬ 
tion 18, the amount of subscription with interest 
thereon standing to the credit of the subscriber in 
the account at the time of conversion plus the out¬ 
standing amount of advance shall be taken as the 
balance. Each withdrawal shall be treated as a 
separate one and the same principle shall apply in 
the event of more than one conversion. 

9. In Regulation 23, the following regulation may be 
added as sub-regulation (hi) :— 

“(in) When an employee disappears leaving his family, 
the family can bo paid in the first instance the amount 
of salary due, leave encashment due, and the amount 
of General Provident Fund, having regard to the 
nomination made by the employee, and after the 
elapse of a period of one year, other benefits like 
DCRG/Family Pension may also be granted to the 
family subject to the fulfilment of conditions pres¬ 
cribed in the succeeding paragraphs. 

The above benefits may be sanctioned after observing the 
following formalities :— 

(i) The family must lodge a report with tho concerned 
police station and obtain a report that the employee 
has not been traced after all efforts had been made 
by the police. 

(ii) An Indemnity Bond should he taken from the nomi¬ 
nee/dependents of the employee that all payments 
will be adjusted against the payments due to the 
employee in case he appears on the scene and makes 
any claim. 

Under Provident Fund Regulations, interest can be paid 
on the Provident Fund balance of a subscriber upto a period 
of 6 months from tho date of quitting of service (Reg. 12(4) 
of G.P.F. Regulations). Accordingly, the interest can be 
allowed upto 6 months from the date of receipt of the report 
by the family from tho Police Department that the employeo 
has not been traced after all efforts have been made by the 
Police.
